CHAPTER 206 

AN ACT to amend subsection (6) of section 83.14 of tlie statutes, 
relating to construction of highways on town initiative. 

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 
SECTION 1. Subsection (6) of section 83.14 of the statutes 

is amended to read : (83.14) (6) Construction shall not begin 
until the funds to pay for the same are in the county treasury 
and the plans and specifications have been approved by the state 
highway commission. After any town shall have voted the tax 
required by subsection (1), such town may borrow money for 
such improvement in anticipation of such tax levy and the ap-
propriation to be made by the county board, and pay the same 
into the county treasury as an advance, after which construction 
may proceed. The county shall reimburse the town for such ad-
vance when the necessary funds become available. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and pub-
lication.

CHAPTER 207 

AN ACT to re-enact chapter 76 of the private and local laws 
of 1868, as amended by chapter 222 of the private and local 
laws of 1869, chapter 404 of the private and local laws of 
1870 and chapter 54 of the laws of 1880; to amend section 8 
of chapter 76 of the private and local laws of 1868, relating to 
the Beloit city school district. 

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 
SECTION 1. Chapter 76 of the private and local laws passed 

by the legislature of Wisconsin in the year 1868 and entitled 
"An Act to consolidate union school district number one, in the 
city of Beloit, joint with the towns of Beloit and Turtle, and 
union school district number two of the city of Beloit joint with 
the town of Beloit, and for the formation of the Beloit city school 
district," as amended by chapter 222 of the private and local
